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'..Baked Crust Pudding.—A pudding of 
this description is frequently spoiled by 
being too soft, too dry or lumpy. In 
frugal cookery, the bread is soaked in 
boiling water for half an hour, squeezed 
dry in a cloth, and then all the lumps 
are beaten wKh a fork till quite smooth. 
Mix with three breakfastcupfuls of the 
soaked crusts, a teacupful of currants, 
a tablespoonful of cinnamon, the same 
of ginger, 2 tablcspoonfuls of Hour. 3 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, 1 of treacle, 2 
of dripping, 2 eggs beaten up, and a 
pint of skim milk. Stir all thoroughly 
put into pudding dish. 
Place a little 


dripping of shred suet all over the top, 
and at once put the pudding into the 
oven. Bake slowly for an hour and a 
half. If this is nicely made and baked, 
it will, when cold, eat like cake.

The case of "Typhoid Mary," other- 


wise ilary Mallon Cook, is that of an 
unusual hardship. The unfortunate wo- 
man some years ago had the typhoid 
fever and upon recovering, it was dis- 
covered that in numerous places where 
she went the terrible fever broke out. 
In some way the woman carried 
the 


germs 
which mysteriously 
emanated 


from her person communicating to those, 
not all of course, but some, with whom 
.she came too near. 
It w«s contended 


the danger was too great to permit the 
girl to be at large and she was sent to 
a hospital at which she was then detain- 
ed beyond her will. 


The object, of course, was not to do 


injustice to the woman carrier of ty- 
phoid germs, but to protect the living, 
and Mary Mallon Cook was 
detained 


against her consent. Securing an attor- 
ney the hospital prisoner tried to get 
.released, her attorney claiming that even 
if it be true his client scattered the ty- 
phoid, at the same time, the law could 
not forcibly deprive her 
of 
freedom. 


The judge hearing the case disposed of 
thi* contention by holding as follows 
substantially: 


"Careful examination-of the certificates 


submitted satisfy me that the risk of 
discharging the inmate of Riverside hos- 
pital is too great to be assumed by the 
court. The injury which may be done, 
to innocent persons if the facts stated 
in the return be true are incalculable. 
While the court deeply sympathizes with 
this unfortunate woman it must protect 
the community against a recurrence of 
spreading the disease." 


It would appear, this being assumed 


;o be a correct legal siBsr.mption, that 
:herc should be no difficulty at all in 
controlling the movements of other neo- 
jle whose being at liberty jeopardized 
.heir fellow -beings. If applicable to ty- 
jhoid fever, why not applicable to other 
natters, other habits, that adversely af- 
:<>ct those with whom coming in con- 
,nct or by force of example affecting the 
jehnvior of people? 


Upon this assumption could not the 


egal mind contend the criminally dis- 
posed emanated immoral germs, these 
jcrma affecting the conduct of the phy- 
sical bodv, would affect others, therefore 
such, upon due application, could be re- 
strained of their liberty and placed un- 
der a course of moral teachings? 


If the law could do this, cure woukl 


be taken, no mistakes would be made. 
Ko detention would ensue merely upon 
application of interested parties or de- 
signing relatives, only upon every inves- 
tigation of sworn agents of the law and 
satisfying courts that only

good of society was to be atttaincd. Bad 
haibits might also come under th« ban 
and in truth the new doctrine can not 
be restrained only to Typhoid Mary's.

was not insane, had never been insane, 
and was now to enjoy the full blessings 
of a right-minded American citizen. 


Thereupon the lawyers, retainers, sci- 


entists and others, both for the state and 
for Thaw lined themsilvcu up in a po- 
sition, diametrically opposed to the one 
they had formerly held, and Dr. Evans, 
creator of "the brain 
storm," now 


quotes solemnly and apparently sincere- 
ly, authorities to prove, that he had 
hitherto 'been mistaken and that Thaw 
could never have been msano for more 
than a minute or so after, committing 
the'fatal net.

;and trw annual convention of Wisconsin 
Municipalities has been a gratifying sue- 
ieess. A number of matters havo been 
•gone over, discussed, and experiences ex- 
changed, and while no particular ques- 
tion or factor has been settled, yet every 
such convention assuredly dors advance 
'on the road to a determination. Every 
annual meeting is a. distinct gain for the 
state. There are questions debatable, nml 
debatable from their very nature, as for 
instance, is it better to have taxes paid 
in two installments, or if one, as now; 
is summer or winter time the best per- 
iod in which to collect them? There is 
the question and a very vital one at' sew- 
age to be 
determined. There 
is the 


question as to which is the, most just, 
special 
assessments 
or 
improvements 


jnade from the general I'nml, and while 
this last is not yet fully on the boards, 
it certainly is getting there. There are 
other questions with some of them in lie 
much better answered by municipalities 
that have an idea of trying the commis- 
sion form of government. 


That some of the evils complained of 


at the present time grow out of our 
cumbersome, 
interfering boards, com- 


mittees, and sundry municipal machin- 
ery admits of no doubt. That such may 
be removed when the entire government 
of the city i.-i placed within the control 
of three men is to be ascertained. Sev- 
eral cities that have been equipped with 
the purer (ialveston plan, are well satis- 
fied with the exception of old machinists 
hitherto operating the municipal machin- 
ery. Under the new plan things will be 
far more centralized, systematized, and 
if the three officials are of the right sort, 
the improvements will be decided and 
visible at once. If the officials chosen 
are not good organizers, good captains of 
men 
and well equipped 
with 
mcntBl 


gifts, the new system will he no better 
and no worse than is the present. 


But one of the to be made changes 


must be that of remanding buck to the 
municipalities the full control of their 
public utilities, beyond as has been said 
before, a general law of the state regu- 
lating the principles of franchises, the 
lengths of terms, ancj the amount of com- 
pensation, the granting of all franchises 
and the actual control of all such to be 
remanded back to the community in- 
stead of being in the hand* of a state 
board as now. 


This position was taken hy Mr. Houg- 


en, city attorney of Mnnitowoc, i>i an ad- 
dress in which he assorted the now state 
law was n mistake as far as denying to 
municipalities the power to regulate and 
control franchises. Ho said "The consum- 
er is forced to pay the maximum price 
for minimum service; the workings of the 
commission are theoretical, slow and in- 
convenient ; 
the commission 
interferes 


with legislation, attempts to and does 
dictate legislation against interests ot' 
the public: and because the regulation of 
public utilities should be a local matter." 


The speaker further contending with

CONGRESSIONAL AND A COMMISSION TARIFF 


Whatever view the country as a whole 


may take of the tariff measure soon to 
become law, there can be but one view 
taken, this that congressional construct- 
ed tariffs from the nature of things, 
must but be with more or less im- 
perfections, with more or less favoritism 
tu sections, and with more or less pure 
politics. It is not claiming so very much 
more for a Republican tariff than a Dem- 
ocratic tariff as to tariff schedule in- 
consistencies or even sectional inconsis- 
tencies, but it is claiming for Kepubli- 
c-iiti tariffs that at least they are not fill- 
ed with the incongruities, the sectional 
distinct preferences and the distinct fav- 
oring of some prominent trust. At least 
it does not answer to the definition af- 
fixed by the late Grover Cleveland to the 
Wilson-Gorman Democratic tariff which 
he aptly denounced as a thing of perfidy 
and of dishonor, all of which it certainly 
was. 


But, and still, admitting the Republi- 


can party may produce a better and a 
more honest tariff, the means through 
congressional initiation does not 
fulfil 


the purposes nor does it answer cor- 


rectly as it might, the definition of pro- 
tection made and declared by Republi- 
cans themselves as measuring the differ- 
ence between cost of production at home 
and abroad and a reasonable profit. 
It 


can not be seriously claimed that the 
tariff as produced or to be produced, ans- 
wers exactly this definition. 


The evident thing to do is not to rend 


the party because of the existing sched- 
ules or because of the schedules to be 
produced in the finality of the present pro- 
ceedings. The correct course is to lend 
every enegry towards the formation of a 
regular commission, one with ample pow- 
er to send for witnesses, take testimony, 
review court decisions, review apprais- 
ers' decisions, and study foreign statis- 
tics as well as the statistics at home.

Municipal ownership

Municipal ownership may be distinguish- 


The case of "Typhoid Mary," other- 


vise Mary Mallon Cook, is that of an 
unusual hardship. The unfortunate wo- 
man some years ago had the typhoid 
fever and upon recovering, it was dis- 
covered that in numerous places where 
she went the terrible fever broke out. 
In some way the woman carried 
the 


germs 
which 
mysteriously 
emanated 


from her person communicating to those, 
not all of course, but some, with whom 
she came too near. 
It was contended 


the danger was too great to permit the 
girl to be at large and she was sent to 
a hospital at which she was then detain- 
ed beyond her will, 


The object, of course, was not to do 


injustice to the woman carrier of ty- 
phoid germs, but to protect the living. 
and Mary Mallon Cook was 
detained 


against her consent. Securing an attor- 
ney the hospital prisoner tried to get 
released, her attorney claiming that even 
if it be true his client, scattered the ty- 
phoid, at the same time, the law could 
not forcibly deprive her 
of 
freedom. 


The judge hearing the case disposed of 
this contention by holding as follows 
substantially: 


"Careful examination, of the certificates 


submitted satisfy me that the risk of 
discharging the inmate of Riverside hos- 
pital is too great to be assumed by the 
court. 
The injury which may be done 


to innocent persons if the facts stated 
in the return be true are incalculable. 
While the court deeply sympathizes with 
this unfortunate woman it must protect 
the community against a recurrence of 
spreading the disease." 


It would appear, this being assumed 


to be a. correct legal assumption, that 
there should be no difficulty at all in 
controlling the movements of other peo- 
ple whose being at liberty jeopardized 
their fellow 'beings. If applicable to ty- 
phoid fever, why not applicable to other 
.matters, other habits, that adversely af- 
fect those with whom coming in con- 
.tact or by force of example affecting the 
behavior of people? 


Upon this assumption could not the 


legal mind contend the criminally dis- 
posed emanated immoral germs, 
these 


germs affecting the conduct of the phy- 
sical body, would affect others, therefore 
such, upon due application, could be re- 
strained of their liberty and placed un- 
der a course of moral teachings? 


If the law could do this, care would 


be taken, no mistakes would be made, 
Xo detention would ensue merely upon 
application of interested parties or de- 
signing relatives, only upon every inves- 
tigation of sworn agents of the law and 
satisfying courts thnt only 
the 
best 


good of society was to he atttained. Bad 


politic*.! consideration, but because he 
was an important and influential m*n. 


It can be' very safely alssumed there 


are numerous other cases of "Where did 
you get it?" and if reports are not in- 
oorwct, not even the United States sen- 
ate membership is exempt from this in- 
terrogatory. But it can also be assumed

mended in the next - few months.

several years will be required for its 
construction. The bridge was to have 
been in th« first place 150 feet above 
high water mark, but owing to the fact 
that it is feared that ships of the fut- 
ure will not be able to pass it in run- 
ning up the river to Montreal, the new 
engineers are considering the advisabil- 
ity of providing for at least ten feet 
more headroom. The original J.800 foot 
channel opening will be provided.

The Quebec Bridge.—The great steel 


bridge across the St. Lawrence river 
a few miles above -Quebec, which fell 
while being constructed in August, 1907, 
killing seventy-eight men, will be recom- 
mended in the next few months. The 
plans are now practically completfcd, but 
several years will be required for its 
construction. The bridge was to have 
been in the first place 150 feet above 
high water mark, but owing to the fact 
that it is feared that ships of the fut- 
ure will not be able to pass it in run- 
ning up the river to Montreal, the new 
engineers are considering the advisabil- 
ity of providing for at least ten feet 
more headroom. The original L800 foot 
channel opening will be provided.

' It is not forgotten that the last:lcgis 
lature enacted a law providing for 
commission form of government, applj 
ing it tb-all'cities of the state excep 
MllB'aukea. Tor the purposes of tha 
cities' are divided into ten classes, be 
ginning, with 40^000 population and run 
ning down to the" smallest incorporate 
city." Racine woulS fall in class thre 
under 30,000 and over 20,000, for the Tea 
Bon-thfr law says the rule of population 
ehall be that determined by the preced 
ing United States census; and according 
ly if Sacine should adopt the-new form 
fcefcre the next census is taken, the cen 
BUB-of 1000 will apply, in which Racine 
had a population of- 29,102. The wiar 
.-its to be. paid in'this class would be lor 
ifche mayor $4;OOQ, and the two councilmen 
$3,500 each. 
| . The law provides that the mayor »n< 
Councilmen appoint all other city offi- 
cials »nd may organize the departments 
«nd supervise the conduct of such. II 
yill.be seen from the following extracts 
'from the law that it is first necessary a 
petition of the/voters equal to twenty- 
tfve per cent of their number be sub- 
mitted to the existing city authorities. 
TJpon such petition there must be sub- 
mitted to the voters the question of a 
reorganization of 'the city Government 
•within two months of the filing of sucl 
petition.

Contents of Statute Which Permits Change in Form of MUB- 


jcijpal Gcverament-^J^acine in Third Class. 


• It U not forgotten that the las't'lcgia-' 
laturc enacted a law providing for a 
commission form of government, apply-. 
ing it to-all "cities of .the state except 
Milwaukee, Tor the purposes of tha act; 
cities-' arc divided into ten clauses, be-1 
ginning with 40,000 population and run- 
ning down, to the'smallest incorporated 
city." Racine would fall in class three 
under 30,000 and over JKKOOO, for the rea- 
eon'lhfc law says tho rule of population 
shall be that determined by the preced- 
ing United States* census, and according- 
ly if Racine should adopt the new form 
before the next census is taken, the cen- 
B'UB of 1000 will apply, in which Racina 
had « population of 29,102.

They were Irish, a number of 


old men and women, some younger. 


The older people had probably 
left 


,heir Island home years before, and had 
p-own gray in a distant ' land. 
They 


were returning to the land of their child- 
hood and youth, not only 
were 
they 


looking for land but for their own na- 
;ive liind, after years of absence. 


What feelings, what emotions must 


iave been theirs, when Ireland's green 
lills came into sight as we entered the 
bay of Londonderry, what a flood 
of 


early recollections, and fond memories 
must have flashed upon them. 


I can in some 
measure 
appreciate 


i,heir feelings, when I recall with what 
•motion I looked upon Ireland, as an en- 
tire, stranger, moved only by compassion 
"or her misery and indignation toward 
aer unjust rulers. 


An Irish Woman's Wit. 


A large Irish woman, . tipping

The gas, and waterworks.' street ca- 


lines and. parks are under the manage- 
ment of the. municipality. This author- 
ity hus also built municipal tenement 
houses, wash houses, bath houses and 
has full control of all the sanitary well- 
being of the city. The average income 
of the"street car system is about $12,500 
daily; number of passengers carried in 
one'year, 220,613,133. 


Tile basic fare is one penny, and you 


can ride on this ticket four stations; 
these are mttrked by posts carrying the 
signs. "Penny Station." It costs you 
about 15 cents from one end of the city 
to the other. All profit made by the 
street ear system is applied to extension 
and bettering the service. 


Two-thirds of the. British steamers 


are built on the Clyde, and the 
first 


ateam engine (still at the University in 
Glasgow) was built here (170:!) by James 
Watt, the first steamer on English wat- 
jrs was built by Henry Bell (1812), who 
therefore, must be called the father of 
steamship building on the Clyde, 'in 
ivhose ship yards the big Lusitauia was 
built.

Poverty of the Masses. 


The most appalling sight that greets 


the traveler is the numher of barefooted 
women nnd children, bareheaded and in 
short skirts. The woman carry heavy 
burdens on their heads, or backs, and 
hanging to their skirts are seen a num- 
ber of young ones—-sometimes a nurs- 
ing baby is carried by tho mother or 
one of the other children. -The poverty 
is more striking in this city and the 
number of unemployed very Urge, no 
large, indeed, us to he a cause of trouble 
to the'authorities. Especially is this the 
case this year on account of the. few fac- 
tories and shipyards that are running. 


Experiments have been made by labor 


ing colonies; but they have not been 
successful, the poor stick to their abodes, 
like rats to their holes. It did cost the 
city $6 per week to keep one inmate at 
the colony. Under these circumstances 
and with'the thousands of unemployed, 
dissatisfaction and grumbling is 
_ 


everywhere. 


The poor ore grasping after the ideal- 


istic promises by such men as the social- 
ist leader, Hardin, member of parlia- 
ment, and others. The public squares 
and parks are on Sundays and the even- 
ings filled with audiences listening to th'e 
gospel of' Socialism—-only those- religious 


wh,6-prcach ifco. brother,- 


hood of man are sure of an audience. 


In the inner courts of the houses, 


where, often 150 families live, speakers 
appear, thundering against the tyranny 
of wealth and painting the sufferings of 
the poor in high colors, and it is only 
the truth.to say that the paintings are 
true to life. 


Labor Supply Exceeds Demand. 


Of course, here us elsewhere students 


of social problems have tried to find the 
real reason for this poverty. Some have 
claimed that drink is the cause, others 
improvidence, lack of forethought. 
But 


as one of the professors of the univer- 
sity told me, "The Scotch nation has 
been drinking from the creation .of the 
worldft" The climate is damp, cold and 
seems to need stimulants. A business 
man said: "The Scotch are a prudent, 
close-listed nation, and can make a shil- 
ling go longer than any other nation. 
The. real truth is, there are too many 
workers aod tuo little work, the man 
who invests money wants too large divi- 
dends, so as to enable him to live with- 
out work. We may bui'.d labor cxchang-. 
es ten stories high; we may cram them 
with clerks and statisticians; get a whole 
lot of information stuffed into pigeon- 
holes, but as long as the demand for 
workers falls short of the supply the 
•unemployed' will 
remain a perennial 


eyesore."

America. It was learned today from one 
of the trustees that the deal has been 
almost completed and only awaits the 
jiiuction of the stockholders, of the insti- 
tution at the yearly meeting to be held 
in September. The stockholders met last 
spring and decided to sell and it is said 
that there will be no opposition to the 
sale to the.Danish church. 


Carl D. Skow, 1700 Franklin street, one 


of the trustees of the United Danish 
Evangelical Lutheran church, stated to- 
day, that the board of which he is ft 
member, had been authorized by 
th» 


church at its last conference in Elkhorn, 
'la., to acquire the school under a cer- 
tain figure, and under certain conditions.
